The  recent  ahirin  in  Silo  Paulo  over  the 
reported  appearance  ofcholera  in  the  immi- 
grants' hospedaria  seems  to  have  been  well 
founded,  lor  it  has  been  slated  on  the 
authority  of  several  medical  men  that  the 
suspected  cases  were  aclually  cases  of 
cholera.  The  information  re^^arding  these 
cases  has  been  very  meagre,  but  hum  die 
precautions  taken  wc  are  compelled  to 
believe  tliat  they  were  serious  and  that 
the  authorities  had  reason  lor  tlie  rigorous 
measures  adopted.  Further  than  tins,  the 
representatives  of  the  Plaline  republics 
found  eiiougli  to  warrant  a  report  that 
cholera  had  really  broken  out,  and  this  has 
led  to  the  imposition  of  quarantine  measures 
there  against  us.  01  course  all  this  does 
not  prove  beyond  doubt  that  the  suspected 
disease  is  really  cholera,  or  that  we  are  in 
danger  of  an  epidemic,  but  it  does  prove  that 
the  government  has  been.highly  culpable  in 
permitting  and  encouraging  immigration 
at  a  time  when  cholera  was  rapidly  spreading 
through  every  part  of  Europe.  The  great 
danger  to  Brazil  is  to  be  found  in  its 
immigrant  arrivals,  and  die  only  secure 
prevention  is  to  be  lound  in  checking  their 
embarkation  for  lirazil  on  the  other  side  ol 
the  Atlantic.     And  now,   seeing  that  the 


SoMK  two  or  three  years  ago  an  applica- 
tion   was  made  to   die    luiglisli  courts  (or 
habeas  corpus   in  favor  of  a  man  said  to  be 
violently  detained  anil  to  have  been  harshly 
treated  by   tlie   commanding   olUcer   of  a 
IJrilish  naval  vessel.     Tlie  application    was 
accepted  and    an   order  was   issued   Ihr  the 
piescnialioii    of   the    man    in    court.      The 
iinler  was  evaded,    however,  and   the  man 
was  removed   to  a    jilace  of   concealment. 
The  case  was  then  brought  to  tlic  aticnliou  of 
one  of  ICnglaiul's  liighcst  judicial  authorities 
wlio  promplly  issueti  a  pcremplor_\'  oiJcr  for 
die  delivery  of  the  man.     In  liis  ciuumenls 
on    the   action    of  the    naval    olhccrs    in 
disregarding    tlie  otileis    of  the    court,   he 
remiiuied  them  that    they  are  amenable  to 
die  laws  of  the  realm  equally  with  the  civilian, 
that  the  tribunals  of  justice  will  liold   them 
strictly  answerable  for  their  acts,   that  the 
law  is  paramount  to  all  authority  and  must 
be   lobeyed,  and   that  they  are   but  tlie  paid 
servants  of  the  j)et>ple  in  whose  inieresis  and 
for  whose  protection   llie   laws   are   made. 
It    is   needless    to   say    that    this   scathing 
rebuke   and    peremptory   order  settletl   the 
tpiestion  at  once,  anil  the  man  was  juoduced. 
We   regret  we   cannot   recall    ninre  of  the 
particulars  of  this  case,  or  place  our  hands 
on  the  decision  referred  to,  for  it  could  not 
fiul  10  interest  those  who  are  now  trying  to 
establish    the    indcpemience    of   Brazilian 
courts  and  tlie  responsibility  of  the  executive 
and  his  military  subordinates  to  the  common 
law  ol  the  country.      In  England  and  in  tlio 
United    Stales    the   law    is    supreme    and 
recognizes  neither  class  nor  privilege.     It 
may  be  abused,  evaded,  or  ignored,  which 
sometimes  occurs,  but  the  principle  of  its 
unquestioned   supremacy    remains,  and    in 
tlie    hands  of  an    upright   and  courageous 
judiciary  it  never  fails  to  enforce  obedience. 
In  those  countries  an  order  of  the  court  is 
respected  and  obeyed  impHcill)',  no  mailer 
how  much  the  executive  authority  may   he 
compromised.     Even     in    cases     where    a 
majority  of  ihe  peojdc  are   convinced   lli;it 
the  court  is  wrong,  as  in  the  recent  decision 
of  the  U,  S.  Sujjrenie  Court  on  tlie  Chinese 
exclusion  act,   the  decision  is  respected  aiiLi 
ubeyed.     The  remedy  for  a  wrong  decisiuii 
on    a  siatule   law  rests   with  the    legislative 
power,  and  (or  a  wrong  inlerpretalion  of  the 
organic  law,  or  constitution,  with  the  peojile 
themselves  by  means  of  an  amendment  to 
ihe    constiuuion.     Violence,    evasions,    or 
inlVaclions  of  ihe  law  accomplish   notliiu,;', 
for  their  action  is  iiut  temporary   and  leads 
10  reactions  often  more  violent  and  transient 
in  character.     Strict  obedience  to  the  law  is 
a  principle    of  self-government    which    can 
nut  be  too  closely  followed,  for  the  slightest 
departure  from    it  o]>ens  the  door  to   perils 
which  no   cuuutry  can    withstand.     It   can 
not    be  denied    that  one  kA  tlie    princijKd 
causes   ol    the    failures    tif  the    republiiiin 
guvernnieiits    of    Soutli   America   is   to   he 
juund    in    this    une    question    of    execulivt: 
responsibility  to  the  law.     There  is  not  one 
of   iliese    so-called     republics     where    ihe 
executive  does  not  enjoy  special   privileges 
andinnnunities,  and  where  the  military  and 
police  autliorilies  do  not  daily  infringe  upon 
ihe  legal  righls  and  privileges  of  die  peoi)le 
without  iear  of  the  law.      In  these  countries 
the  courts  are  either  weak  or  corrupt,  and 
die  i)eople  have    no  legal   recourse  against 
the  arbitrary  trespasses  of  executive  ollicials, 
their  only  recourse  being  an  a[>i)eal  to  arms, 
as  has  recently    uccurred  in  Argenliiia,     II 
Brazil    wishes  tu   escape  these   abuses  and 
coniiicLs,   slie  must   ai   once    establish    the 
unquestioned   supremacy   of  the   law,    ilie 
independence    and     dignity  of  the  courts, 
tiie  re.s])unsibility  of  every  ofhcial   from  the 
municipal    fiscal  up    to  the  President,    and, 
last  but    not   least,    the  practice  of  settling 
all  disputes  at  the  ballot-box.

—The  I'orlo  Ale^iie  Fahnioh'  notices  llie  dealh 
of  the  celebraled  cnminal  Jose  Kami 
lentiary  of  ihat  ciiy,  alter  2(J  vears'  im|irisonii 
ile  was  coniiilelely  blinil.  He  was  arrested 
convicted  in  1864,  at  ihe  age  of  26,  lor 
murder.  It  was  found  that  he  tiad  ni 
a  number  ol  people,  but  Ihal  lie  had  cut  up  llieir 
bodies.  Portions  of  human  bodies  were  tound^in 
his  house  and  some  barrels  of  human  bones.  For 
these  crimes  he  was  sentenced  lo  death  and  to  14 
years  and  one  month  of  iin|)risOi]inent  with  hard 
labor  besides. 

— Gn  the  4tli  nil.  600  men  under  the  lead  of  one 
Jose  Dias  attacked  the  toum  of  Boa  Visla,  in  Goyaz 
The  lruo]is  stationed  there  resisted  and  ihe  figlit- 
iiig,  whicli  began  .11  6  a.m.,  continued  lill  5  p.m. 
On  llie  following  day  ihc  allaek  was  reuewe<!  and 
the  hghling  again  lasted  all  day.  According  lo 
Ihe  lalest  accounis,  |o-ie  Dias,  who  is  said  lo  have 
siisiained  considerable  loss,  was  still  besieging  Uie 
town.  It  was  reported  dial  lie  had  captured  il, 
bill  iliis  report  had  noi  been  conlirmed  at  latest 
advices.  Il  is  staled  ihat  the  police  delei;ale,  as 
soon  as  the  town  was  aliacked,  gave  orders  for 
shnoiing  some  S  or  9  friends  of  Josii  Dias,  including 
a  woman,  who  were  in  jail.  In  virtue  of  this  order 
several  of  the  prisoneis  were  killed,  but  otliers 
succeeded  in  escaping. 

— The /)/rtj/tf  of  Tliere/,ina,  Piauhy,  calls  nlten- 
lion  to  the  scandalous  manner  m  which  Ihe  ajijiro- 
prialioiis  for  the  improvement  of  iho  Rio  Parnahyba 
are  being  used.  These  so-called  improvemenis 
have  been  in  progress  for  many  years,  hul  nolliing 
really  beneficial  has  yet  been  accomplished.  For- 
merly something  was  accomplished  for  llie  sake  of 
aiipearances,  but  now  llie  coinniission  lives  in  ihe 
ca]>ilal  of  llie  slate,  150  leagues  from  the  rapids 
where  the  work  is  supjiosed  to  be  iu  progress,  and 
are  employed  moslly  in  ]iolilica!  intrigues.  It  has 
a  steam  launch,  winch  is  principally  used  by  ilu; 
governor  of  the  slate  for  police  juirposes.  During 
the  current  wmler  large  sums  have  heeii  expended 
by  Ihis  commission,  which  has  a  recent  military 
graduate  al  its  head,  but  not  a  slone  has  been 
removed  from  the  river.  It  certainly  seems  linie 
for  a  lillle  judicious  investigation  in  ihat  direction. 

—According  to  a  private  letter  Irom  Gumorsiudo 
Saraiva  of  Inly  15th,  a  copy  of  which  was  published 
ill  Ihe /(»■//,;/ r/;)  6'yww/f^r/ii  of  tlie  25111  inst,,  that 
r.fficer  is  still  lu  the  field  and  full  of  confidence. 
Ile  .says:  "Since  our  illustrious  chief.  General 
Tavares,  through  illness,  gave  me  a  division  of 
1,100  men,  lo  operate  under  my  orders,  I  have 
given  the  enemy  some  good  healiuRS  in  the  en- 
counlcrs  I  have  had  with  ihem  at  Jaguary,  I'irahy, 
Serrilhado,  I'asso  das  Pedras  and  Herval.  Again 
day  belore  yeslerday,  in  Cacimbinhas,  where  I  met 
Ihe  llth  regiment,  wilh  a  force  superior  Co'  ours. 
I  ordered  out  our  skirmishers  simply  lo  divert  the 
men  and  m  give  time  for  our  forces  to  pass  by  the 
horses  and  baggage  wagijons.  Imagine,  then, 
lli:it  immedialefy  aller  the  first  volleys  the  Casti!- 
has  cavalry  broke,  leaving  the  infantry  uncovered, 
upon  which  we  cliargcil,  breaking  the  infantry  iulo 
three  pieces.  Fifty  odd  of  lliem  were  killed  and 
ihe  rest  fled,  our  loss  being  five  men.  At  present 
my  <livisioii  numbers  1,870  men,  lieing  regularly 
armed  and  munitioneil."  The  federalist  comman- 
der coni]ilains,  liowever,  of  a  serious  lack  of 
chuhing  and  of  ponchos. 

— The  A'j/(f(/if  of  Silo  Paulo  of  Saturday  say.s; 
'■  The  sanitary  authorities  are  continuing  to  em- 
phiy  energetic  measures  lo  avoid  the  i)ropagalion 
of  cases  of  cliolera-like  diarrhea  which  appeared  in 
the  immigranls'  hinpedaria.  In  conrorniity  wilh 
the  express  orders  ol  Dr.  Colrim,  chief  of  disinfec- 
tion, when  it  is  necessary  lo  remove  a  patient  the 
carnage  leaves  the  slation,  goes  to  the  locality, 
where  he  is  received,  and  proceeds  at  once  to  Ihe 
hospital  without  crossing  the  populous  pari  of  ihe 
city.  The  patient  is  left  in  the  hospilal  and  ihe 
carriage  is  immedialely  disinfected  and  washed  by 
means  of  strong  soluiions  of  corrosive  siihlimate. 
Alter  receiving  this  treatment  it  returns  to  tlie 
station  where  it  is  newly  and  rigorously  disinfected. 
The  corpses  are  conducied  in  metallic  carriages  and 
within  Collins  likewise  of  metal,  being  wrapped  in 
sheets  saiurated  in  a  sohition  of  corrosive  subli- 
mate, 15  lo  ihe  1,00^,  belore  being  placed  in  ihe 
coffin.  On  arrival  n  the  cemetery 'the  hotly  is  taken 
from  the  coffin,  and  tins  as  well  as  the  carriage  are 
washed  in  strong  solutions  ol  corrosive  sublimate. 
For  these  services  there  will  be  stationed  at  Cam- 
bucy  and  the  cemetery  a  Irustworlhy  disinfector 
provided  with  the  necessary  disinfecting  apparatus.''

Mis  successor  comes  out  and 
rerpiires  lime  lo  bdcome  aecustmned  lo  ihe  place, 
wliich  is  iioi  always  of  advantage,  It  is  now  pro- 
posed toajipoint  a  permanent  medical  officer,  who 
will  be  made  wholly  responsible  for  the  admiuis. 
tralion  of  the  hospilal  and  for  the  appointmenl  of 
ail  assiiiaut  who  will  reside  on  the  premises.

—The  P-'ii  Puhlicn  of  Casa  Branca,  S-lo  Paulo, 
says  that  of  the  hundred  odd  coffee  planters  ol  that 
municipaliiv,  only  16  have  replied  to  the  circulars 
of  the  "  SoJiedade  Promotora  de  Immigra9ao  "  u|i 
to  the  present.  These  16  planters  now  employ 
471  laborers  and  need  926  in  all.  They  possess 
an  aggregate  of  1,174,600  ciilfjc  trees,  of  which 
625,000  are  less  than  S  years  old,  and  549,600  vary

—The  new  miiiisler  to  ihe  Vatican,  Dr.  Badaro, 
left  for  Eiiro|ie  on  the  Optic  on  the  20th  inst.

-Deputy  Seahra  was  in  Silo  Paulo  the  past 
week  aiiEl  was  ibe  rccipienl  of  a  demoiistratiou  of 
appreciation  from  the  students  ihere. 

—The  inspector-general  of  hygiene  of  this  cun- 
ital  has  issued  orders  for  the  prompt  rep  irt  of  any 
suspicious  case  of  illness  to  the   authorities. 

—  The  court  of  inquiry  appoinled  lo  invesligate 
the  conduct  of  Cnpt.  Iluet  de  Bacellar,  captured  on 
the  J/ipitet.  Ijcgaii  work  on  the  iSth  inst. 

—  Up  lo  ihe  end  of  last  week  there  had  been  no 
trials  by  jury  m  this  ciiy  this  month  011  account  of 
the  inqiossibiliiy  of  obtaining  a  sufficient  number  of 
jurymen. 

—During  the  last  three  years  there  entered 
the  Santa  Barbara  (small-pox)  hospital  3,894 
jiatients  of  whom  2,305  were  cured,  1,574  died  and 
15  were  still  in  the  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  ye.ir. 

—The  P-iiz  of  Sunday  says  that  a  trustworthy 
phyyician  had  been  sent  to  .Sao  Paulo  to  investigate, 
and  that  a  telegram  had  been  received  from  him 
the  night  before  stating  that  ihe  cases  were  of 
cholera. 

—The  recently-betrayed  gubernatorial  aspirant, 
Dr.  Hercilio  Lux.,  arrived  here  on  the  I7lh  Irom 
Santa  Caiharina,  It  would  he  interesting  to  know 
someihing  oi  Ihe  excuses  and  exi>laiialions  which 
will  be  exchanged  at  Itamaraty. 

—Civil  law  does  not  seem  to  be  much  a|)pre- 
cialed  among  military  men.  Col.  Marciano  de 
Magalliaes  has  presented  a  project  oflawinthe 
Chamber  providing  that  allempts  at  rebellion  shall 
be  subject  exclusively  to  military  law.  I5ra;'dl  will  be 
even  a  worse  excuse  for  a  repuolic  ihaii  al  present, 
should  such  an  act  be  passed. 

— Much  comment  has  been  excited  by  the  order 
nf  Ihe  chief  of  police  for  closing  Ihe  "  Fionlao  "  on 
the  ground  that  it  is  a  gambling  house.  Congress- 
man Almeida  Nogueira,  presidenl  of  the  company 
that  owns  ihe  "Fronlao,"  felt  so  much  aggrieved 
by  the  chief's  order  thai,  after  expressing  his 
opinion  on  the  subject  pretty  freely  in  Congress 
and  in  the  press,  he  resigned  the  presidency  of  the 
company.  The  chiel  of  police  has  tendered  his 
resignation.  The  gamblers,  however,  have  not 
resigned. 

—On  the  171I1  Deputy  Jacques  Ouriques  pre- 
sented a  projecl  in  the  Clianiber  ordering  tlie  dis- 
solution of  all  illegal  baiialions  and  bodies  of 
civilians  wliicli  are  organized  on  a  military  footing, 
sucli  bodies  being  antagonisiic  and  prejudici.al  to 
the  army  and  national  guard.  He  also  presented 
another  measure  ordering  the  ilischarge  ol  all 
recruits  Irom  the  army  and  navy  received  since 
February  24tli,  1S9I.  This,  if  adopted,  would 
release  the  large  number  of  men  forced  into  the 
service  by  the  press-gangs. 

— The  adjutant-general  has  sent  the  two  soldiers 
of  the  1st  engineers,  who  recently  assassinated  a 
p<ddier  of  lhe"7ih  mlantry,  to  S.mta  Cruz  fortress. 
We  should  like  lo  inquire  just  here  why  it  is  ihat 
the  sentences  of  military  courts  are  never  made 
public.  The  certainly  of  punishment  always 
exercises  a  ilelerring  iutluence  on  oihers,  but  if  die 
public  can  not  know  when  and  how  these  military 
sentences  are  inflicted,  how  can  such  a  good  result 
be  expected? 

—The  Supreme  Court  at  its  silting  on  the  i6ih 
inst.  discussed  the  coiiiinunication  adilressed  lo  it 
hy  the  acUng  minister  of  w.ir,  The  general  tenor 
Ol  Ihe  discussion  was  unfavorable  to  the  givem- 
ment,  which  was  severely  censured  by  several  ol 
the  judges  for  its  altenipl  to  lecture  the  court  on 
iis  duties.  Various  proposals  were  made  uii  the 
subject,  which  it  was  finally  decided  to  postpone. 
The  great  majority  of  those  present  were  in  favor 
of  ihe  adoption  of  a  resolution  presenicd  by  Justice 
Jose  Hygino  in  the  lollowiug  words:— "The 
executive  [lOwer  not  being  authorized  to  fix  the 
conipeiency  of  ihe  tribunals,  to  give  them  instruc- 
tions, nor  lo  determine  the  jurisprudence  which 
Uiey  should  loUow,  save  by  means  of  regulations 
and  hy  virtue  of  the  execution  of  law,  the  Supreme 
Federal  Tribunal  resolves  not  to  take  notice  of  the 
contents  of  the  oflicial  letter  which  was  directed  to 
it  on  the  loih  inst.  by  the  adjutant-general  of  the 
army  in  name  of  the  Vice-President  of  lhere|>ul)lic, 
inasmuch  as  the  said  official  letter  is  not  compatible 
with  the  constiluLional  principles  which  must  har- 
monize the  relations  between  the  executive  power 
and  the  judiciary."  At  the  sitting  of  llieCourt  on 
Saturday  last,  the  subject  was  again  brought  up 
and  discussed,  alter  which  the  foregoing  resolution 
was  adopted  and  entered  on  its  records.
